The interest taken by the Lutheran clergy 
of the city in the $45,000 damage suit of 
Pastor Charles L. Janzow of Bethlehem 
Evangelical Lutheran Church against 18 of 
his parishioners, was shown {n the deposf?

It further developed that, as has been 
heretofore published in the Post-Dispatch, 
the Bethlehemites disregarded the warning 
and refueed, by a heavy mafority, to dils- 
avow the pastor. :

Regarding the question whethér the bill 
of Congress authorizing the reconstruction 
of the Merchants’ bridge, which forbade the 
stockholders of jhe Merchants’ bridge 
holding stock in a company controlling any 
other bridge crossing the Mississippi at 
St. Louis and forbidding a pool of interests 
between the Merchants’ and any other 
bridge, Judge McKeighan and Judge Dick- 
inson held that there had been no technical 
violation of the law, and that this being the 
ease the secretary of war could not take 
charge of the bridge under the act of Con- 
gress. 

Judge Dickinson said, first, that there had 
been no absorption of the company by 
another as defined by the latter of the law; 
second, that there had been no pooling of 
earnings of the two bridges, nor an equal

The Need of a Corrupt Practices Act. 

I have been told by a western Republican friend that Mr. Hanna collected 
$5,000,000 in 1900 to elect Mr. McKinley and yourself,;and that the sum was so 
much greater than he needed that part of the money was returned to the contrib- 
utors. Mr. Hana’s $5,000,000 was trifling in comparison with the sum Mr. Cortelyou 
could raise if necessary to insure your election. In 1900 the Supreme Court had not 
affirmed the constitutionality of the Sherman anti-trust law. There was no Depart- 
ment of Commerce. There was no Bureau of Corporations. There was no appropria- 
tion of $500,000 to. enforce the anti-trust laws. The President wielded no such 
power over corporations as Congress and the courts have conferred upon you. 

Can you wonder that your record of secrecy, silence and solicitation of con- 
tributions has produced a painful impression upon some of your admirers, and 
that they seek in vain for suitable apologies for such official indelicacy? Can you be 
surprised if’ your opponents charge that instead of “publicity in the interest of the 
public” there has been only secrecy in the interest of Theodore Roosevelt? 

I do not say that a Democratic administration having your opportunities and 
moved by your consuming ambition to perpetuate itself in power would display 
a finer sensibility than you have shown. The power which vou hold over so much 
of the organized capital of a nation is too great to be intrusted to any President 
—even a Jefferson—under present political conditions, when all the energies of a 
chief executive serving his first term are directed toward obtaining a second term.
